Information reached Chief Cuddy a few 
days ago that a m an named Charles An­ 
derson had been passing bogus checks on 
various merchants in this city.

special car “California.” 
Tbe scribe was soon chatting away with 
Mr. Brown, who is one of the most affable 
of tbe “select circle” to newspaper men, 
and the conversation turned on the ob­ 
ject of the party’s visit to San Diego, 
from which place they had just returned. 
*'It was to 6ee the Hotel Coronado,” 
■aid Mr. Brown, and then the reporter 
remembered that the gentleman with 
whom he was conversing had designed 
the Hotel Del Monte at Monterey, and 
other palatial structures connected with 
the Southern Pacific Company. 
“ Well, what do you think of it?” 
asked the scribe. 
“ It is a very fine building but I think 
that the Del Monte can hold its own,” 
was the reply. 
“ The situations of the 
two hotels are so vastly different that it 
is rather hard to compare them, but I 
think there is no doubt but that the Del 
Monte is the more select of the two. You 
see, it enjoys comparative seclusion aud 
ladies and children can sit in the lobbies 
and on 
the verandas, whereas the 
Coronado is so near town that it is con­ 
stantly 
thronged 
by 
city 
loungers 
who, 
as 
a 
rule, 
scarcely 
make 
things pleasant 
for ladies. I think 
yon will find that there 1b scarely any 
one about the Del Monte who is not a 
guest, whereas at the Coronado it is en­ 
tirely different. Then, again, the tim­ 
ber about Monterey is another attraction, 
and, speaking without prejudice, I think 
that any person who had been a guest 
at both places would be inclined, in ex­ 
pressing an opinion as to choice, to favor 
th^Del Mont§,” 
“What do you think are the proba­ 
bilities for our getting a second Del 
Monte at Long Beach ?” asked the news- 
gatherer. 
“ It is of course among the possi­ 
bilities, especially as Colonel Crocker 
has a good deal of property there. 
An addition may, however, be made to 
the present hoBtelry, which is a very 
commodious structure. The Southern 
Pacific people will, I am inclined to 
think, watch how the place progresses 
for a little time longer, before starting in 
on any mammoth improvements.” 
“ Did you run over the Tustin line dur­ 
ing the trip,” asked the reporter? 
“ Yes, it will brobably be in operation 
in about two weeks, as there is only a 
little bridge-work that yet remains to be 
done. 
Some cribbing and temporary 
track was laid across the creeks while 
the track was being pushed through, and 
this is what we have to fix now.” 
“ What is your programme after leav­ 
ing here?” said the scribe. 
“We go to Fresno, and from that point 
will traverse the Porterville branch of 
sixfy-nine miles, which was thrown open 
to traffic on the 1st of this month. It 
ou^ht to be a good-paying piece of work, 
as it runs through a magnificent piece of 
country. After we have been over it, 
we will return to San Francisco.” 
“Then you do not purpose to visit 
Santa Barbara and see about the gap 
from there to Templeton ?” 
“ No, and I do not think that construc­ 
tion on that piece of road will be com­ 
menced just yet, as the work means a 
big inroad into the twenties. 
The 
Southern Pacific has got its hands pretty 
fall just now, as you can see by reference 
to the network of lines that they are con­ 
structing all over California. 
You must 
remember 
that 
the 
object 
with 
them is the same as with all other 
business corporations — to get a good 
percentage return for capital invested, 
and unless this looks tolerably certain 
they are not liable to speculate. 
The 
improvements that they have 
been 
making 
to the 
Sacramento railroad 
shops have entailed a good deal of ex­ 
pense.” 
“ Have you heard anything about our 
shops here ?” 
“ Nothing beyond the fact that they 
are to be built, and this is certain. When 
they will commence work on them 
rather hard to say, for the reasons I have 
already given.” 
“ Is there any truth in the rumor that 
the S. P. will establish a railroad hos­ 
pital here?” 
4‘It has been talked of and from the 
location of this city it would be a very 
desirable place for such au institution. 
There is every indication that it will be 
bnilt here and that at an early date. I 
should advise you to have a chat with 
Mr. Strobridge,” concluded Mr. Brown; 
4'he can give you some railroad pointers 
on construction topics.” 
ACHAT WITH MB. STROBRIDGE 
Thanking his genial informant tbe re­ 
porter went in eearch of the chief of the 
Pacific Improvement Company and lo­ 
cated him as he was talking with Mr. 
Meehan, of tbe Pullman Car Company. 
44 Will-you tell me if it is true that the 
P. I. Company has contracted to build 
the Pomona and Elsinore road by the 
first of January ?” Said the scribe for a 
starter. 
“ It all depends where you got the in­ 
formation,” was the reply.” 
“ If Mr. 
Crocker said so, it is undoubtedly the 
case, but as far as I am concerned, I 
know nothing of any such arrangement. 
1 do not even know that any decision has 
been arrived at as to* the rnnniDg into 
Ban Diego—if it has, I have not heard of 
it.” 
“ How is the work progressing at San 
Pedro?” 
4‘Well, we are driving the creasoted 
piles, so that shows that we mean busi­ 
ness. The material will be sent along 
now jost as fast as it is wanted, nntil the 
work is completed.” 
“ Will you start work at once on the 
naw branch from Colton to San Bernar­ 
dino?”

The Matter of Street Grades 
Discussed. 


T H E OUTFALL SEW E R QUESTION, 


C om m unication on th e S ubject by 
Ex-C ity S u rv ey er 
E a to n in 
R eply to Mr. B. Cohn. 


The Freeholders met yesterday after­ 
noon, M ayor W orkman in the chair, and 
Messrs. Bonebrake, 
Robinson, 
Book, 
Estudillo, 
Mansfield, 
Dunkleberger, 
8cott, Baldwin, Day, Mackey, Brown 
and Dr. Kurtz present. 
Mr. John A. Wells appeared and sub­ 
m itted a communication in reference to 
the grading of streets. H e said that 
under the provisions of 
Section 13, 
schem ing individuals could get up peti­ 
tions to change the grades every three 
m onths. The section provided th a t no 
petition could be presented for three 
months after one had been defeated, but 
a t the end of three months these schem ­ 
ing individuals would be around again, 
and the consequence would be that no 
property-owner would be able to leave 
the city for more than three m onths. He 
asked th at the time be extended to one 
year. 
In reference to cases where streets 
bad been graded and the woik paid for, 
he asked that no changes be mado in the 
same until it had been declared to be a 
benefit for the public at large, and that 
the cost should be paid for by the city. 
He claimed th at every man who had 
graded, and the grade had been changed, 
had been injured, and this injury should 
be paid for without any consideration of 
the benefit, for the benefit was to the 
city generally, and not to the m ao in­ 
jured. 
Section 1G9, relating to the changing of 
a street already graded, was read. The 
section Drovides that a street shall not be 
regraded 
without 
compensating the 
owners for damages occasioned to them. 
Mr. Robinson suggested that damages 
should not be allowed a property owner 
unless he protested w ithin twenty days 
after the publication of the notice of 
intention to make the improvement. 
On motion of Mr. Mackey the subject 
was laid over for a week and was re­ 
ferred to a special committee consisting 
of Messrs. Robinson, Day and Mansfield, 
to report at the next meeting. 
The article relative to water rights was 
then taken up. 
Mayor W orkman called 
attention to the provision th at no pipes 
less than four inches bo laid in the city, 
and it was considered that this provision 
was one which ought to aid in having 
the charter adopted by the people. 
. 
The article in relation to elections was 
read and laid over until the next m eet­ 
ing. 
Mr. J. W. Potts appeared and asked 
th at a clause be inserted requiring that 
no grade be changed without damages 
being paid. Referred to the committee. 
Dr. Kurtz, on behalf of tho Committee 
on Education, stated th at six members 
were enough for the Board of Education, 
three to be elected every two yeare by 
the city at large, and he moved that such 
a provision be made instead of the one 
making the Board consist of one member 
from each ward. 
Motion lost. 
Dr. Kurtz moved that the power of fix­ 
ing the salary of the Superintendent, ap; 
pointed by the Board, rest in the Board 
instead of the Council. 
Adopted. 
The committee recommended th a t the 
section requiring the City Auditor to 
audit all bills of the Board of Education 
be Btricken out, for the reason that the 
City Auditor could know nothing of the 
bills. 
On motion of General Mansfield it was 
decided that if two-thirds of the Board 
shall certify to the correctness of the de­ 
mand it shall be paid, notwithstanding 
ing the objection of the Auditor. 
A provision was inserted making it 
obligatory on the Board of Education to 
provide a high school. 
Another pro­ 
vision was inserted providing for indus­ 
trial schools. 
The Board then adjourned.

T h e O u t f a l l S e w e r . 
E d it o r s H e r a l d : In last Wednesday’s 
H e r a l d Mr. B. Cohn, Chairm an of the 
Sewer Committee, is reported as having 
made statem ents in regard to the sewer 
question which I find to be at variance 
with the irue facts. 
It is quite evident 
the gentleman has not nor does he in- 
tena giving the official sewer plans the 
least consideration if he can avoid it. 
The method he has taken # to advance 
the interests of his own pet scheme will 
fail to impress the people with confidence 
in the sincerity of his purpose. 
The rem ark that all the work of form­ 
ulating the official plans had failed in its 
purpose is one of his departures, and 
had he employed the time in preparing 
preliminaries for construction instead ol 
bending his efforts to the destruction of 
the present plans, the work would have 
been now well under way. 
Mr. Cohn presumes, without color of 
authority, to get up a system of his own, 
. because in his own peculiar mind the 
city cannot afford to 
incur an in­ 
debtedness 
of 
over a 
million and 
a 
half 
of 
dollars. 
The 
gentle­ 
m an 
m ust 
certainly 
be 
ignorant 
of what the official plans contemplate 
or he would not commit himself to such 
an error as this, and the statem ent that 
his sewer will cost $750,000 less than the 
outfall provided by the adopted plans, 
when the latter has been estim ated to 
cost but $466,154, as my report—which 
can be found on the backs of several 
thousand copies of the plan, which have 
been distributed among the citizens— 
will show. 
The plan does not contem- 
Í»late that the cost will exceed one rnil- 
ion dollars including the outfall to the 
ocean and all the intercepting and main 
sewers indicated thereon; and which 
will afford efficient house drainage to 
th e entire area included in the corporate 
lim its of the city. 
Mr. Cohn should be 
a t least fair in his comparisons and state 
th a t the official plans provide for a well 
constructed brick sewer, with an effect­ 
ive capacity four times as great as the 
cem ent pipe he proposes to put down. 
As to the city proper he claims his 
system contemplates just wbat the offi­ 
cial pUns do. This is not the case, as 
h e proposes that the entire sj stem shall 
b e built by direct taxation on the abut­ 
ting street frontage, which mdkns that 
th e present property owners 6hall bear 
th e entire burden of providing for future 
needB. 
Besides, 
by 
this 
method 
a 
large 
num ber 
of 
owners 
of 
lands 
not 
yet 
subdivided 
will 
escape their share of taxation for the 
building of interceptions 
and mains 
though they will receive th e same bene­ 


fits from such sewers as do those pro­ 
perties which 
have 
had streets cut 
through them . 
It is held by some authorities that an 
equitable assessm ent cannot be legally 
collected under this plan, though it is to 
be hoped that such may not prove the 
case. 
The adopted plan does not subdi­ 
vide the city into districts with a view of 
apportioning the burden of taxation in 
the m anner Mr. Cohn states, 
Y he act 
under which the hondB will be issued 
contains no provision authorizing 6uch 
action. 
The topography o f''th e area to be 
drained makes it necessary to construct 
these intercepting sewers that will col­ 
lect and carry the sewage of the entire 
city to the outfall sewer. 
The area trib­ 
utary to each of these sewers is called an 
intercepting sewer district. 
These dis­ 
tricts are subdivided into smaller oneB 
called main sewer districts, each one of 
which is to leave a main sewer .emptying 
into the intercepting sewer in the dis­ 
trict of which it is a part. 
There are to be fifteen of these main 
sewers, which together with the three 
intercepting Bewers will cost $534,000. 
The 
plans 
contemplate passing this 
am ount also, by the issuance of twenty- 
year five per cent, bonds,’leaving only 
the branch sewers whenever required, to 
be paid for by a direct tax levied on the 
abutting 
frontage. 
By 
Mr. Cohn’s 
method of raising funds for constructing 
the intercepting and mains, the follow­ 
ing example will show that some proper­ 
ties m ust be exempted from paying their 
proportion of the cost for the building of 
thisclas8 of sewers. 
We have a corner thirty-five acre tract 
that is subdivided, and the adjoining 
inside thirty-five acre tiact not subdi­ 
vided. 
In the subdivided tract there 
would be ordinarily eight frontages 1235 
feet each, making 9,880 feet at $1.50 per 
foot or $14,820. 
About one-fourth of this 
would be the proper proportion to charge 
for intercepting and main sewers, which 
would be $2,705 
that the subdivided 
thirty-five acre tract would pay, while 
the one not subdivided would only pay 
the one-fourth of the 1,235 feet or 
$463.00. The owner of the latter can 
subdivide 
his 
tract 
immediately 
after 
the assessm ent 
is 
declared 
and 
get 
the 
same 
sewer 
right 
possessed by his neighbor for $3,342 less 
money. Again, this method imposes an 
unnecessary burden on a large amount 
of property which for many years will re­ 
ceive no direct benefit. 
The method proposed by the adopted 
plans is one that most all cities choose 
for carrying out work of ¿.this kind, and is 
the one that will secure the best results 
in execution, as the law requires that the 
location, size and estim ate of each sewer 
shall be specified before hand, so there 
is little chance for a wrong appropriation 
of funds, excepting it might be in de­ 
fective workmanship. Another feature 
about Mr. Cohn’s plan th at might be 
well to m ention, aud that is the im­ 
mense 
am ount 
of 
capital 
re­ 
quired 
by 
a 
contractor 
to 
carry 
out 
the 
work; 
it 
will 
confine 
competition for the work to very narrow 
lim its, which places the city at a dis­ 
advantage in getting work taken at fair 
prices. 
It may be possible to construe 
the Vrooman act so as to levy an indirect 
benefit frontage tax for constructing 
intercepting and water sewers without 
building a sewer fronting the property so 
taxed, but I am of the impressionit can­ 
not be done; and if I am correct, the 
money will not be forthcoming, as it 
m eans the im mediate construction of 
sewers on all the streets of the city, many 
of which will never need a sewer. The 
act requires that the work be executed 
before a dollar is paid, and that the con­ 
tractor m ust m ake hiB own collections 
from the individual properties. Under 
these conditions can we find a contractor 
that will undertake the building of the 
intercepting sewers at a reasonable fig­ 
ure ? This subject adm its of discussion 
at length, but I will not engage in it 
further for the present. 
Mr. Cohn has drawn litcrallv upon his 
imagination to snpply knowledge in the 
various points which he seemingly wants 
brought before the public. 
He may 
have occasion lo regret that he did not 
give the official plans a fair and im partial 
consideration before advancing d cw and 
visionary schemes upon which he does 
not possess sufficient data to enable him 
to arrive at any intelligent conclusion 
as to the cost or efficiency of the same.

th a t which has been proposed; but the 
data has not been obtained by which this 
can be determ ined as yet, and the gen­ 
tleman should not censure the Council 
for refusing to pass an ordinance declar­ 
ing the necessity of raising $250,000 for 
the construction of a sewer over a route 
selected from 
an observation eurvey 
taken from a distance. There are a few 
obstacles on this line which were not 
overlooked by some of the members of 
the Council, such as a mile or two of 
swamp to go through, a few hostile set­ 
tlers to secure right of way from, a lot of 
ducic-hunters who prefer the present 
state of affairs at the lake, and some 
beach-owners that have the seaside re- 
eort fever.

W hen a m an of means in New York or 
any other leading city of the East, starts 
o at to create a handsome country seat,, 
h e knows that his pet project is going to 
cost him a great deal of money. 
He 
never dream s of realizing any income 
from his venture, and he is perfectly 
aw are th a t the celery, asparagus, and 
other esculents which he may grow upon 
h is acres will cost him five times what 
th ey would bring him in the open m ar­ 
ket. The case is far different with the 
rich m an, or man of moderate means, 
who undertakes to do the same thing in 
Los Angeles county. 
H ere he can create 
a beauty incomparably greater than he 
can hope 10 do in any of the Eastern 
Btates, and he will have in addition, 
climate and income. Take the case of a 
m an 
who 
buys 
twenty 
acres 
of 
land suitable for the growth of the 
citrus fruits, 
for 
instance. 
Assum­ 
ing 
th at 
be 
pays 
five 
hundred 
dollars an acre he can get oraDge trees 
so well advanced that he will not have 
long to wait until they will yield him a 
couple of hundred dollars an acre net. 
Byron puts the orange tree at the head 
of all vegetation for beauty, and it is in­ 
deed difficult to imagine anything more 
exquisite than a well tended grove of 
tw enty acres. But its beaoty is the least 
recomendation of 
an 
orange 
grove. 
W here the trees have been well selected 
and cared for they yield at m aturity an 
income which is quite large. 
Anything 
approaching to an exact estimate is very 
difficult because the soil, expos ure and 
akill of the horticulturist, the state of 
th e m arket in particular seasoi s and 
m any other considerations all enter into 
th e count. 
We are almost afraid to 
state the fact that some years ago 
$800 
worth 
of 
oranges 
were sold 
off 
a 
quarter 
of 
an 
acre 
of 
old 
orange 
trees 
in 
the 
Dalton 
grove. 
Of 
course, 
oranges brought 
a 
high price that 
year and 
the 
frait was exceptionally fine. Don Benito 
Wilson one year kept a record of the re­ 
turns from an acre of his oldest oraDge 
trees and found that he had netted from 
them $1,800. 
These are extreme figures, 
and are not advanced as a standard. 
It 
is no whit of exaggeration, however, to 
claim th at an acre of orange grove prop­ 
erly cared for, when in fair bearing or­ 
der, will net from $400 to $500, one year 
w ith another. 
We have here then the 
case of a roan who has created for him- 
■elf a poetical home, which has cost him 
only $ 10,000 for the ground and orna­ 
mentation, and which will yield him 
from $8.000 to $10,000 net profit. 
As- 
■uming th at his house and buildings 
have cost him $20,000 more, and he has 
not only made him self a home perfect 
from the standpoint of hygiene and en­ 
joym ent, but he is receiving twenty-five 
per cent, income from it in addition. 
B at h e js by no means restricted to the 
citros fruits in his venture. 
He can sit 
under his own vine and fig tree, if he 
prefers it. He can buy excellent grape 
lands, according to location, at from $150 
to $75 per acre, and in four 
years 
his 
income 
from 
his 
grapes 
will 
am ount to from $75 to $150 per acre, 
accordingly as he is favored by soil 
and exposure. 
H is vineyard will go on 
increasing in value from year to year. If 
he knows how to work up his grapes into 
wine, and cares to give it the proper 
age before selÜBg it, he can net from 
$250 to $500 an acre from his snug home. 
Bay that he has bought forty acres of 
land, paying therefor $6,000, and that 
his house,

An Iram en ie R rlck K lin . 
Near Inglewood, on the line of the 
Santa Fe Railway, there is rapidly ap­ 
proaching completion an enormous brick 
kiln of unique design and construction. 
To the uninitiated observer the works 
present the appearance of the founda­ 
tion for an im mense castle, with towers, 
em brasures and battlem ents. 
The kiln 
is being built after the plans and under 
the immediate supervision of the pat­ 
entee, Max A. Th. Boehucke, and is 
known as the “ continuous brickkiln. 
It is an im provement on what is known 
as the Hoffman kiln. 
Mr. Boehucke 
worked for many years for Mr. Hoffman 
in Germany, and introduced the Hoff 
man kiln into the United States. 
But 
that kiln, although a great improvement 
on the old style of burning bricks, bad 
many defects; and these defects, Mr. 
Boehucke, after years of experiment, has 
remedied, and has obtained patents for 
his improvements. 
Last winter, when 
bricks were very high in price, and not 
always of good quality, Mr. D. Freeman 
of the Centinela Rancho, needed Beveral 
million for a house he intended to build 
at his rancho, and for a large business 
block 
in 
this 
city, and finding 
that it waB difficult- to" get good bricks 
at 
a 
fair price, he 
induced 
Mr. 
Boehucke to 
come 
here and erect 
kiln at Inglewood. 
Mr. Boehucke 
was then engaged in the manufacture of 
bricks at Omaha, and would not consent 
to erect a kiln for Mr. Freeman unless 
the latter gentleman would buy from 
him , for sever 1 thousand dollars, the 
right to use 
his patents in South­ 
ern California. 
This was done, and 
work on the new kiln was commenced io 
April last. The capacity of the kiln will 
be twenty million bricks a year. The 
system of burning is such th at every 
brick 
is 
thoroughly 
and 
uni­ 
formly burned, 
and 
not 
the 
old style kiln 
where the arch 
bricks are always burned too hard and 
the outside bricks too soft. The saving 
of fuel by burning in a close kiln is bo 
great that the cost of the bricks burned 
and piled in the yard is less than the 
coat of fuel alone in burning under the 
old process. The bricks are all made by 
machinery and are subject to pressure 
before burning, and it has been found by 
actual test that a brick so m ade and 
burned by the new process will stand 
three times the crushing strain of the 
ordinary hand-m ade brick. 
A large de­ 
posit of very fine clay was found at the

The old New Englander 
planted cherry trees in his front yard 
and on the road fronting it, as much for 
their ornam entation as for the fruit, as 
no revenue was derived from the luscious 
product. In fact, it was a family luxury 
but, when a m arket for the fruit had 
been attained by the growth of cities 
and big towns, these same cherry trees 
became a source of magnificent income. 
A grove of olive trees will be profitable 
from the beginning of their bearing to a 
century beyond. 
The dem and for pure 
olive oil is greater than the supply. 
There is little danger of ever glutting the 
m arket. Plant the olive. 


T h e am ount of slather the Tribune 
gets off every morning upon the assumed 
effect of tariff reform upon wages is 
perfectly amazing. 
There never was 
mnch strength of mind evident in that 
paper’s editorial utterings; on the tariff 
issue, however, its lucubrations are not 
only the attenuated gruel of idiocy, but 
the jangled oppositions of inconsistency. 
Yesterday it bristled with propositions 
that knocked each other on the head. 
Take one exam ple: 
It declared that 
everything the American wage-worker 
consumes or wears is cheaper in the 
United States than in Europe.

Come down out of that, or talk sense 
said Jam es to the preacher who was 
assailing his m other’s memory. “ I ’ll 
nae cum doon, and I ’ll nae talk senee,” 
was the cogent reply of the sturdy di­ 
vine. 


T h e truth of the whole question in a 
nutshell is th at any scheme of tariff 
taxes will always incidentally benefit 
manufacturers. All the protection they 
need will always be secured them by the 
Governm ent’s need for revenue. 
Free 
trade has not the remotest show in the 
United States, and really has but few 
advocates. 
W ere it not for partizan 
reasons, the need of a reduced tariff 
would as readily be adm itted by the Re­ 
publican party as by the Democratic 
party.

Sherman offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, directing the Committee on 
Finance to inquire into and report in con­ 
nection with any bills raising or reduc­ 
ing the revenue, that may be referred to 
it, in such measures as it may deem ex­ 
pedient, and to set aside, control, re­ 
strain, or prohibit all arrangements, con­ 
tracts, agreements, trusts or combina­ 
tions that tend to prevent competition in 
the manufacture or sale of articles of do­ 
mestic growth, or the production or sale 
of imported articles th at design or tend to 
foster monopoly, or advance artificially 
the cost to the consumer of the necessary 
articles to human life; with such penal­ 
ties and forfeitures as will tend to pre­ 
serve freedom of trade and production 
and the lowering of prices by such com­ 
petition, and the full benefit designated 
and hitherto conferred by the policy of 
the Government to protect and encour­ 
age American industries by levying du­ 
ties on imported goods. 


f is h e r ie s t a k e n u p. 
Tbo Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the Fisheries treaty, and 
was addressed by llo ar in opposition to 
it. 
lie said nearly every im portant 
m aritim e power of ancient or modern 
tim es owed the foundation of its com­ 
mercial prosperity and naval strength to 
its fisheries. The desire of Canada and 
G reat Britain to contract within the least 
possible limits the fishing ground to

threat to American commerce in tim e pf 
war, both on the Atlantic and„ the 
Pacific. Turning his attention to the 
treaty, Hoar said there is not to be found, 
as far as he can hear, a single fisherman 
who does not deem its provisions an out­ 
rage.

Hoar recited the history c 
American diplomacy from the days of 
our infancy down to the breaking out of 
the late war, referring particularly to our 
experience with England and France, 
and General G rant’s notice th at any 
American citizen with a claim against 
G reat Britain should bring evidence to 
him , and the result thereof. Those were 
days when the American citizen held up 
his head in pride of his citizenship.

I confess that after much m editating 
on these things, I take little satisfaction 
when I think of Grover Cleveland. I do 
not like the policy which everywhere 
robs American citizenship of its glory.

D r.Gerhardt examined 
Frederick’s throat after the piece had 
been removed and accused Dr. MacKen­ 
zie of removing a piece from an unaffect­ 
ed part ef the throat instead of from tbe 
diseased part. 
Dr. MacKenzie said it 
was possible he had done so. 
The G er­ 
man doctors protested against Dr. Mac­ 
Kenzie’s treatm ent throughout.

Von Bergen corroborates Dr. G erhardt’s 
statem ent and gives reasons why he lost 
confide nee in Dr. MacKenzie.

U E S P E U A D O E S A T L A R C E . 


i Associated Press Dispatches to th e H e r a l d . 


C h ic a g o , July 
1 0 .— Chairman Hoge, 
of the Burlington Grievance Committee 
of the Brotherhood of Engineers, and 
Chairman Murphy, occupying the same 
position in the Firem en’s Brotherhood, 
were arrested this morning and locked 
up at the Armory police station. 
The 
prisoners were taken completely by sur­ 
prise. The two chiefs were charged with 
conspiracy. 
The much talked of circular 
in which Hoge is alleged to have re­ 
quested Brotherhood m en to hire them ­ 
selves secretly to the “ Q” road and then 
disable engines, is said to be the basis of 
the charge against Hoge. 
Chairman 
Murphy is charged with being an accom­ 
plice. 
General Manager Stone, of the Bur­ 
lington, swore out the w arrants last 
night, and they were given to the ot- 
ficere to be served early this morning. 
A ttorney Collier, of the “ Q” road, said 
this morning that the prisoners would be 
arraigned before a justice, and a contin­ 
uance taken, as the company was not 
yet ready to push the case; he asserted, 
however, that the evidence in the pos­ 
session of the company was conclusive. 


HOGE AND MURPHY 
Were taken before Justice W hite, but 
asked for a change of venue. 
lTpon the 
prisoners being brought to Justice Lyon, 
the railroad attorneys demanded a con­ 
tinuance. The Justice was about to fix the 
bail at $1,000 apiece,when the company’s 
lawyers protested, and after some parley 
the amount was increased to $1,500 for 
each of the men. 
Bonds were promptly 
furnished, and Messrs. Hoge and Murphy 
were released until Saturday. 
Unlike the other strikers arrested.they 
are arraigned under the State, not the 
Federal statutes. Their arrest was made 
under the recently enacted M erritt con­ 
spiracy law. If convicted the penalty is 
a term at hard labor in the penitentiary. 
Two other names were on the list with 
Hoge and M nrphy for arrest, John Kelly 
John H . McGilvray. 
TH E ARRESTS. 
The warrants for Hoge and Murphy 
were placed in the hands of Inspector 
Bonfield and turned over by him to two 
of his officers. 
It was shortly after 6 
a. m. when the officers proceeded to the 
National Hotel, where Hoge and his 
wife, M urphy and several other Brother­ 
hood officials are stopping. The officers 
were posted and needed to ask no ques­ 
tions before going to the rooms of the 
m en they wanted. 
One went to Hoge’s 
door and rapped. There was no re­ 
sponse, and the knock was repeated in a 
more energetic m anner. This roused 
Hoge, who opened the door. 
“ W hat is w anted?” he asked. 
“ Mr. Hoge?” was the reply. 
“T hat’s my nam e.” 
“ Then I have a warrent for your ar­ 
rest,” said the officer. 
“ All right, I ’ll be with you in a mo­ 
m ent.” 
Hoge expressed no surprise but hastily 
dressed himself and joined the officer in 
the hall. 


m u r p h y ’s s u r p r i s e . 
In the meantime the other officer had 
gone to the room which he knew was oc 
cupied by M urphy, who came to the 
door in response to his rap. Mnrphy 
was very drowsy, and had evidently had 
little sleep. 
“ Whose room is this?” asked the 
officer. 
“ Charles Thom as’,” was the reply. 
“ I thought Mr. M urphy occupied it.! 
“ Well, so he does. That’s my name, 
b ut unless your business is of great im­ 
portance, I am too tired to talk now.” 
“ B ut it is of importance. 
I have a 
w arrant for your arrest.” 
M urphy was awake now. 
H is face 
S 
ew as pale as the night robe he wore. 
b staggered back, grasping the door­ 
fram e for support. 
“ A w arrant!” he gasped; “ W hat for, 
for God’s sake?” 
“ It charges 
you with 
conspiracy 
against the C. B. & Q. road,” and the 
w arrant was read to him. 
Mr. Murphy dressed himself slowly. 
H e was too nervous to proceed as leis- 
, urely as did Hoge. A light alpaca coat 
and vest and a straw hat completed his 
attire, and he shivered as he went out 
into the chill morning air. 
Hoge spoke 
to him cheerfully, but Murphy was not 
in a mood to respond, aod but little was 
said until the two were placed in cells 
behind the prison bars. 


A MIDNIGHT CONSULTATION 
Of the officers of the company led to the 
arrests. 
Two or three detectives, Man­ 
ager Stone, Freight Agent Paul Morton 
and Attorney Collier were working all 
night on evidence against the alleged 
conspirators, and it was not until an 
early hour this morning that they de­ 
cided to arrest Hoge and Murphy. When 
the little party broke up, warrants were 
procured and the officials retired for 
few hours’ rest. 
Then they arose to 
watch the result of their work. 
“ Well, we have landed our m en,” said 
Paul Morton to a reporter soon after the 
announcement of the arrests was made. 
“ W hat do these arrests signify?” 
“ They mean that Hoge and Murphy 
have been arrested for criminal con­ 
spiracy in connection with that circular, 
and I think we can prove that the circu­ 
lar came from them .” 


A,SURE CASE. 
“ This case,” said Attorney Collier, 
* ‘grows out of the circular sent out to the 
Brotherhood lodges, asking that Brother­ 
hood men be sent on to take places on 
th e ‘Q ,’ and suggesting that they bring a 
good supply of salisoda and emery with 
them . The sending of these circulars is 
deemed prima facia evidence of a share 
in a concerted conspiracy, and we have a 
sure case against the prisoners.” 
“ Then they are not to be arraigned for 
th e dynamite alleged to have been found 
in Hoge’s room at the Grand Pacific?” 
“ Well, we will not at present charge 
them with direct implication in th a t.” 
McGilvray and Kelly, who were ar­ 
rested with Hoge and M urphy, 
are 
strikers who have been acting as clerks 
for Hoge. 
Their occupation was the 
preparation of the circulars sent to vari­ 
ous branches of the Brotherhood. 


A B a d W tm a n M urdered.

W a lla W a l l a , July 10.—Passengers 
from Baker City brought details of the 
murder of Deputy Sheriff Robert Lock­ 
wood, of Grant county, at Canon City, 
Oregon, on the night of the 5th, by two 
prisoners confined in the county jail. 
Mr. Lockwood and wife were visiting at 
neighbors on Tuesday eve. About 10 
o’clock Lockwood went to the jail to lock 
the prisoners’ cells. 
He told his wife to 
await his 
return. 
Soon after his de­ 
parture an alarm of fire was sounded, 
creating much excitem ent. 
As Lock­ 
wood did not come back, his wife sup­ 
posed he had gone to the fire, but became 
alarmed at about 12 o’clock and sent 
men to the jail to see if anything was 
wrong. They found the jail door open 
and the prisoners gone. 
Lockwood was Tying on the jail floor 
dead, a bullet through his head. It is 
supposed that on entering the jail he 
was knocked down, disarmed and killed. 
In the confusion of the tire alarm no one 
heard the pistol shot, giving the prisoners 
two hours* start of their pursuers. 
The escaped prisoners were McGinnis- 
ter, charged with horse stealing, and a 
Piute Indian named Jim , awaiting trial 
for the murder of a peddler named 
Bright in Harney Valley recently.

The 
patieu t is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into th e th ro at of the morbid m atter from 
the head, and as a recum bent position n atur­ 
ally favors th e flow downward, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from this cause. M any suffer­ 
er! ar*> obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch 
elevated in order to sleep w ith some degree 
of com fort. 
Iu others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind an d above the soft palate, In 
the passage between th e th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to th e p arts with glnish tenacity.

Cases are occasionally m et w ith In w hich a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e m em ­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, and then putrifles, 
giving rise to a stench w hich is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm os­ 
phere of a whole room ; an d there are others iu 
w hich all the secretions of th e m em brane are 
suspended, causing an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat and leverishness in th e head and 
nose—a condition popularly know n as "Dry 
Cat&rrh.” 
The disease speedily extends to th e sir cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead an d face, giv­ 
in g rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
w eight or com pression over th e forehead, espe 
cially In the region above and between tne 
eyas, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or pain in th e nostrils near the 
root of th e nose, as well as in th e upyer part of 
the throat, above aud behind th e soft palate.
